Congressman Gilchrest encourages SU

Congressman Wayne T. Gilchrest 
(R-Md.) presented a documentary 
on global warming for faculty, 
staff, students and local residents 
in Holloway Hall Wednesday. 

“Global warming effects people 
in Delmarva, just as it effects 
people in Bangladesh, or anyone 
else who lives in a low lying area,” 
said Gilchrest. 

The film, called “We Are All 
Smith Islanders,” was produced by 
Mike Tidwell and showcased the 
lives of local fisherman, farmers 
and others who have been affected 
by global warming. 

“T don’t think of global warming 
as a partisan issue, we tried to make 
it an objective film,” said Tidwell. 

The documentary featured 
footage of Smith Island, Hollands 
Island and other low lying islands 
on the Chesapeake Bay. It 
presented viewers with a first hand 
look of what global warming can 
do to an island and the people who 
reside there. 

“Many of the people on 
Delmarva depend on the weather 
for their livelihood,” said Gilchrest. 

Due to global warming, islands 
like Smith are slowly diminishing 
in consequence of increasing water 
levels. It was also noted that places

Appropriations board implements

The SU Appropriations Board 
has recently decided to change its 
policy regarding the funding of 
University clubs and organizations 
only allowing the most active clubs 
and organizations to receive a 
budget. 

Previously the policy allotted a 
set amount of funding to campus 
clubs Due to the excessive 
spending of certain groups or 
inaction of funds, coupled with a 
$100,000 shortage from last year’s 
budget, the board decided to scrap 
this policy. 


The SGA, SOAP and the NAACP 
are a few of the most active clubs, 
which will receive allotted budgets. 
All other RSOs must submit a 
request and be approved by the 
Appropriations Board in order to 
even be considered for approval of 
funding. é 

Based upon this new policy, all 
RSOs must raise at least 10 percent 
of the requested amount submitted 
to the Appropriations Board. Those 
who fundraise more are given 
priority in the allocating process. 

However, should an RSO receive 
funding and not fundraise at all, the 
Appropriations Board has the right 


to “freeze” their funding privileges 
until they meet the fundraising 
requirements. 

“The irritating thing is they tell 
you to raise 10 percent of whatever 
you ask, but that still doesn’t 
guarantee they’ll give it to you,” 
said Dr. Andrew Sharma of the 
Communication Arts Department. 
Sharma is the advisor for SUTY, 
which has had budget problems for 
over a year now and is unable to 
renew broadcasting. 

“Tt’s just to make sure that the 
clubs are doing their part because 
they can’t solely rely on 
Appropriations,” said senior 








composition of the atmosphere due 
to the increase of greenhouse gases 
with the primary culprit being 
carbon dioxide. However, other 
gases such as methane and nitrous 
oxide are also contributing to the 
issue of global warming. 

“People can turn off a light when 
they leave aroom,” said Gilchrest. 
He also advised people to use their 
thermostats less and wear sweaters 
instead; to save fossil fuels by 
carpooling and purchasing energy 
efficient appliances. On a larger 
scale, windmills and solar panels 
can be used as a source of 
obtaining energy, rather than the 
constant use of fossil fuels. 

“Go to the library and read The 
New York Times: Science Section, 
which comes out every Tuesday; 
sit down at your computer and 
type in ‘global warming,’ and find 
ligament websites; or students can 
ask a science, or other professor 
about the issue to become more 
informed,” he said. “Or, you can 
always ask your local 
Congressman.”

“It’s also to determine which 
clubs are truly active and which 
clubs truly care,” said senior and 
appropriations board member 
Kristi Martini.

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_ Environmental Philosopher 
Speaks to SU Community

The Henson Lecture Series 
continued Wednesday with 
environmental philosopher Julian 
Darley, who gave a presentation to 
a packed house in Devilbiss Hall 
entitled “The Ruthless Guide to 
Global Oil Peak.” Darley is co- 
founder of the Post Carbon 
Institute, a think-tank dedicated to 
researching and aiding the world’s 
transition into the “post- 
hydrocarbon age,” or the age of 
cheap oil. The event was co- 
sponsored by SU’s Environmental 
Students Association, the Unitarian 
Universalist Fellowship at 
Salisbury, the Peace Alliance of the 
Lower Shore and the Eastern Shore 
Sanctuary and Education Center. 
With his voice in a whisper from a 
cold, Darley began by noting how 
“we usually don‘t realize how 
much we depend on certain things.’ 
This was exactly his point about 
oil. He spent much of his time 
making the case that we have 
reached the global oil peak, the 
point at which discovery and 
production of oil can no longer 
match the increases in consumption 
and demand. 

“We're not in a situation anything 
like 1973,” he said. The global oil 
crisis back then that caused a surge 
in the price of oil, he explained, was 
due to what he calls “oil shocks,” 
international instabilities unrelated 
to the global oil peak. The current 
spike in the price of oil is due to 
the skyrocketing demand for oil

new policy is absolutely necessary 
in order to instill a sense of 
responsibility within each RSO. 

“Our door is always open,” said 
Baccala, “but we’re not the only 
place that clubs can request money 
from.” 


that has not seen a commensurate 
rise in production. Production 
levels have reached a plateau 
because there are fewer oil 
discoveries. Oil prices are now 
skyrocketing because OPEC does 
not have the spare production 
capacity to release reserves into the 
market to check the price. The 
increased oil prices are causing oil 
companies to drill more, but those 
drilling are largely unsuccessful 
because there is simply not much 
oil left to discover. 

Though on the surface all that 
sounds rather abstract, “We have 
got to get scared,” Darley said. “I 
know you hear about the culture of 
fear; this is a different kind of fear. 
This is the fear of how- nature 
responds to what we’re doing.” He 
suggests that mankind’s j-curve 
population growth has surpassed 
earth’s carrying capacity and that 
our culture of unchecked 
hydrocarbon consumption is 
entirely unsustainable and has been 
incalculably environmentally 
damaging. There are other 
concerns as well, such as the eerie 
correlation between US 
unemployment figures and the 
price of oil, which he believes will 
hit the middle class very hard in 
years to come. The International 
Energy Agency predicts a 40% to 
50% increase in global energy 
consumption over the next twenty 
years though, so we can not afford 
to ignore this issue, he argues. 

So what does he propose we do? 
His main suggestion is actually 
what we should not do; we should 


“In order to be approved we need 
to see that you’ve fundraised,” said 
Martini. “The more information 
you give about the request, the 
more likely you will be approved.” 

However, these students were 
dismayed at how some RSOs used 
the money that was allotted to them 
under the old policy. 

“Basically, there were some clubs 
that didn’t use any of the money 
we gave them, and others had no 
money at all,” said Martini. “They 
promised to reimburse us, and 
never did.” 

Under the old policy RSOs were 
permitted to buy food with their 
appropriated funds. As of now, the 
Appropriations Board will no 
longer authorize food purchases of 
any kind. 


not turn to liquefied natural gas 
(LNG) as an alternative to oil. Such 
a “solution” would lead us towards 
the same problems we currently 
have with oil, chief among them 
our dependence on unfriendly 
nations. Further, there are safety 
issues and exorbitant costs 
associated with LNG that make it 
an unsatisfactory alternative. 
Darley is also unsatisfied with wind 
and solar energy alternatives, as 
their growth and impact will not be 
immediate enough and on a large 
enough scale to account for the 
projected increase in energy 
consumption, though he does 
believe they should be pursued on 
the local level. Rather than try to 
find alternative energy sources to 
substitute for oil or implement 
structural changes in energy policy, 
he has a simpler solution. 

“There is only one choice,” he 
stated, “and that is to get off the 
energy.” Pointing out the 
abundance of parking lots that litter 
our campus, he said that among 
other things, this involves 
decreasing our dependence on 
automobiles. His native Britain’s 
love of cars shows that expensive 
gas does not naturally reduce 
dependence on cars; the choice to 
move away from them must be a 
conscious decision made by 
citizens who are informed on the 
plight our unchecked energy 
consumption has on the world 
around us. In this way, Darley 
believes, we will be able to avoid 
the “ecological collapse” we are 
currently approaching. 

An RSO may request funding for 
food purchases from the “Food 
Account” 
managed by Heather Holmes, 
Director of Student Activities, 
Organizations & Leadership. This 
fund is limited and can only be used 
for on-campus events and 
ceremonies. 

For any kind of purchase — in and 
out of state travel, supplies, 
plaques, etc. —an RSO must submit 
a Request for Funding to the 
Appropriations Board at least two 
weeks before the date of purchase.

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SU Student Leads Police 
on High-speed Chase

Joseph Dudley-Eshbach, 20, 
was charged Oct. 22 with multiple 
traffic violations after leading 
University Police on an early 
morning chase through Salisbury. 

Police reports said a Jeep was 
spotted driving behind Salisbury 
University President Janet 
Dudley-Eshbach’s residence late 
Thursday evening/early Friday 
morning. 

The officer tried stopping the 
vehicle as it left the residence but 
the driver reportedly accelerated 
off the curb, almost losing control. 
The student then led officers on a 
high-speed chase. Police reported 
the driver almost losing control 
four additional times before the 
chase ended on Loblolly Lane. 

Reports said that Eshbach was 


taking three friends to his mother’s 
residence.-President Eshbach was 
out of town, according to police 
documents. The three individuals 
were left behind when the chase 
began. 

Investigation found that the Jeep 
belonged to Eshbach’s roommate. 

“Any administrative action is 
pending in review of this manner, 
including the disposition of the 
charges,” said Richard Culver, 
spokesperson for Salisbury 
University. Culver also said that 
Eshbach is currently in good 
academic standing and was on the 
Dean’s List last semester. 
Eshbach is scheduled for a 

primary hearing at the Wicomico 
County District Court on Dec. 1. 

President Dudley-Eshbach was 
out of the office and unavailable 
for comment Thursday and Friday.

Feeling SAD? Fight the Wintertime Blues

Winter brings many things; 
snowboarding, visits with the 
family and winter wonderlands. 
However, these wintertime 
activities can be a struggle to enjoy 
for some people. They become 
masked with mood swings, have 
difficulty sleeping, and become 
depressed. Some may think of this 
as the “winter blues,” but others 
may find this blues to be more 
extreme, greatly affecting daily and 
social life. 

Seasonal Affective Disorder 
(SAD) is described as a type of 
winter depression that affects 
humans between September and 
April. The months of December, 
January, and February are the most 
challenging for SAD sufferers and 
cause them to feel their worst. 

Similar to animals which 
hibernate and have changes in their 
reproductive cycles during the 
winter, humans also feel these 
changes. SAD affects people 
because of the shortening of the 
day, which means less light. This 
change in sunlight causes cardiac 
rhythm, or biological clocks, to 
become altered. 


Because of the decrease in light, 
melatonin, which is a hormone 
that’s secreted in the brain, actually 
increases which causes a depressed 
feeling. The sleep related hormone 
is not the cause of SAD, but has 
been linked to this type of 
depression. 

Veronica Correa, a counselor at 
Student Counseling Services, says 
that SAD can also be related to 
bipolar disorder, which is a mood 
disorder. She has talked to students 
who are dealing with this type of 
depression but has not seen a huge 
number of people who need help. 
SAD affects 60 to 90 percent of 
women and is also prevalent in 
young adults. 

According to Correa, the best 
way of dealing with SAD is to stay 
busy; try to plan one’s days or at 
least every other day, so that one 
can stay active and social. The 
worst thing students can do is to 
avoid social life because they may 
find themselves in the constant 
cycle of avoiding other people. 

“Too much TV is not a good thing 
to do,” said Correa. “It’s an escape 
and you're not really paying 
attention to the things that are going 
on around you.” 

Correa believes that one reason 


students tend to “muffle” the 


feelings caused by SAD is due to 
schoolwork, like midterms and 
exams. She says that students may 
tend to blame the struggle of this 
type of depression on educational 
issues.. 

If SAD is a serious concern for 
students, they should seek help and 
become more knowledgeable on 
the disorder. If it does become a 
major concern, then one can find 
some relief in a treatment called 
light therapy. 

Through light therapy, patients 
are exposed to a light that is 10 
times brighter than normal light. 
Studies show that if one has a mild 
case of SAD, an hour walk on a 
sunny winter day can give patients 
a pick-me-up and help them to 
obtain more energy. Other patients 
may opt to take anti depressants for 
this disorder. 

“Always ask yourself the 
question: what can I do to feel 
better?” said Correa. According to 
Correa, the severity of SAD has a 
lot to do with who one is as a 
person, the issues one is dealing 
with as well as one’s history. Those

Disregarding the “satanic 
wannabes,” those who view 
Satanism as public acclaim, 
wealth, sex and notoriety, 
Satanists claim to be comprised of 
a diverse group of people.

Some of the more common 
perceptions about the Church of 
Satan include: that they are 
homophobic, a NAZI 
organization, racist, sexist, etc. 
Instead, The Church of Satan was 
the first organized western 
religion to accept gay and lesbian 
members, and as far as Nazism is 
concerned, each member 
determines their political 
standpoint and is therefore solely 
responsible for that decision. 
Lastly, in regards to being racist 
or sexist, they advocate that they 
judge people for what they are 
individually and how they behave, 
they do not exclude any race or sex 
from this attitude. 

Perhaps if society sought to 
become more informed upon 
Satanism and the many different 
religions in this world, we could 
acquire a better knowledge of 
individuals instead of fearing the 
unknown. Maybe it’s time that 
people are judged individually for 
who they are and how they 
behave, instead of their religious 
affiliation.

Salisbury’s lead to 22-8.The 
Wolverines were not quite ready to 
pack it in and call it a day, 
however. They came back with their 
own drive and scored on a 13-yard 
pass for the touchdown with 8:50 lefi 
in the third quarter. They added a 32- 
yard field goal with 18 seconds 
remaining in the quarter to shrink the 
Gull's lead to four at 22-18 going into 
the final fifteen minutes of play. 

The Gull’s defense was able to 
tighten the clamps on the Wolverines 
and kept them from scoring for the rest 
of the game.Afier a productive drive 
that saw the Gull’s offense dismantle 
the tired Wolverines defense, Leroy 
Satchell jumped over his offensive 
linemen into the end-zone from the 
half-yard line to make the score 28- 
18. Dustin Johnson broke loose for his 
second rushing touchdown of the day 
coming off a 60-yard dash to the end- 
zone with 4:47 left in the game making 
it 35-18 and crushing any hopes of a 
comeback the Wolverines still held. 

The Gull’s clinched their first ACFC 
title with the victory. Salisbury played 
well against arguably the best 
opponent they have played so far this 
year and look to remain undefeated in 
the regular season, with only 
Shenandoah (6-2) and Frostburg (2- 
6) left standing in their way, 
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
